The result which Japan seeks is to make 
permanent, the depreciation of silver in le 
lation to gold and to preserve thereby the 
advantages which this depreciation n atu r­ 
ally gives to Japanese agriculture and 
Japanese industries, is not in any senmtwn 
attem pt to equalize values 
There was a 
time in the history of the United States 
when we m ight have taken a step identi­ 
cal with that wtuch Japan now propose*. 
If, during the years of our civil war, when 
our money was worth but SO per cent of 
the gold dollar, we had by law de 
clam i that henceforth our dollar should 
lie of the value of 50 cents only in 
gold, oor legislation would have been 
parallel with that which Japan evidently 
intends. We choose to follow a different 
path. The actiou of Japan accords in a 
measure with that of A ustria a few years 
since, and with the action projected in 
Rassia with 
this difference: 
A ustria 
forced the perm anent depreciation of its 
money, measured in gotd, vo the e iw u i of 
some 16 per cent; Kussia will establish a 
reduction of about 38 per cent in the value 
of its rouble, while Japan proposes to 
permanently depreciate its exchauge, rela­ 
tive to gold, so as to lower the value of 
the yen to about 48 cento on the dollar. 
The action of Japan m ust not tie con­ 
strued as an attem pt to establish and 
maintain a gold standard; it is simply an 
attem pt to preserve the economic advan­ 
tages which she at present enjoys Ix-cause 
of the gold premium which exists in 
Japau. aud this at the expense of the g n a t 
commercial countries of the workl wnich 
have heretofore maintained the stability 
of thesr coinage as well a-» their financial 
integrity. O f course, at the present price 
of silver, measure»! by gold, the result of 
the action of Japan would be to drive all 
ito silver out of that country 
It is pre 
m ature, however, to attem pt to forecast 
the full effect of her action in this resp»*ct. 
The course of Japau m ust, in my opinion 
oulv serve to hasten some agreement be­ 
tween the leading commercial nations Of 
the world looking to a settlem ent of this 
question upon an international basis.

In two of the m u sen m s of oH Rom an 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modem boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and fonnd them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 12 
inches in diameter and nerrly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco- 
motiV3 firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with this 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the crater shell 
has the form of an am, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 1^.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wine as well as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. 
It may be that 
they were found in one of the termpodi 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript

time in the history of the Toited States 
when vee might have taken a step identi­ 
cal with that which Japan now proposes. 
If, during the years of our civil war. when 
our money wa* worth but 50 per cent of 
the gold dollar, we had by tow de 
dared that henceforth our dollar should 
be of the value of 50 cents only in 
gold, our legislation would have hewn 
parallel with that which Japan evidently 
intends 
We choose to follow a different 
path 
The action of Japan accords in a 
measure with that of Austria a few years 
since, and with the aition projected in 
Bassia with 
this difference: 
Austria 
forced the permanent depreciation of its 
money, measured in gold, to the extent of 
some 18 per cent; Kit asia will establish a 
redaction of about 33 per cent In the value 
of iu rouble, while Japan proposes to 
permanently depreciate Ila exchange, rela­ 
tive to gold, so aa to tower the value of 
the yen to about 48 cento on the dollar. 
The action of Japan must not ne con­ 
strued aa an attempt to establish and 
maintain a gold stand,m l, it is simply an 
attempt to preserve the economic advan­ 
tages which sh* at present enjoys Is-cause 
of the gold premium which exists iii 
Japau aud this at th* expense of the gn at 
commercial countries of the world which 
have heretofore maintained the stability 
af their coinage ae well a- their financial 
integrity. Of course, at the precut price 
of saver, measured by gold, the result of 
the action of Japan would be to drive ail 
its silver out of that cml ti try. 
It is pre­ 
mature, however, to attempt to fore* ast 
the foil effect of her action »u this respect. 
The course of Japan must, in my opinion 
only serve to hasten some agit colent be­ 
ta aru the leading commercial nations of 
the world looking to a settlement of this 
question upon an international basis.

DON’T FEAR THE BLOCKADE. 


C hristian* In C rete C are 
N o th in g 
For 
th e A d m iral*’ Plea* 
Athens. Marc Ii 26.—The new.-* of the 
dynam iting of the Malaxa blockhouse 
tost night as the culmination of a day 
of fierce fighting and a prolonged siege, 
has made a tremendous sensation here. 
It ia regarded as an event of farreaching 
importance, both in its effect upon the 
insurgents themselves and upon the 
Greek mind at this stage of the crisis. 
It confirms the belief generally enter­ 
tained here in official circles, as well as 
by the poople at large, that the Chris­ 
tians in Crete are not in the least de­ 
terred by the blockade and not in the 
least beguiled by the appeals of the ad­ 
mirals or the implied arguments of the 
autnowy proclamation. 
Advices from Cauea as to the deta lls 
of the day’s fighting show that the in­ 
surgents displayed the most desperate 
valor and left the Turkish garrison of 
the blockhouse no choice but flight. 
Evacuation by the Moslem us was fol­ 
lowed immediately by occupation by 
the insurgents who were close upon the 
heels of the flying foe. 
To hold the 
blockhouse in the face of a rain of shell * 
from the Turkish warship in budu ba/ 
was impossible. 
The commander of the 
insurgents having resolved that as they 
could not keep it neither should the 
Modicums, blew the whole structure in­ 
to fragments with successive 
heavy 
charges of dynamite. 
Last night the 
long fought for blockhouse was a mass 
of burning debris. 
Immediately ou receipt of the news 
Delay ms and the minister of war drove 
together rapidly to the royal palace, 
where they nod an audience with tho 
tong. 
What happened there eau only 
be guessed at, but one thing is signifi­ 
cant, King George aud the cabinet have

ven the consent they had withheld 
r the last four days to the formal 
gazetting of Crown Prince Constantia 
as commander-in-chief of the Greek 
army in Thessaley.

In two of the museums of vdd-Ftoman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
w ater heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the w ater tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. 
Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and fonnd them to be as inter­ 
esting as they are beautiful. 
One of 
them consists of an outer shell 12 
inches in diameter and nerrly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
spherically shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, also having a 
hemispherical top, which is IO inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. 
The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the m ad ring of a loco- 
inotiv3 firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. 
The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered or 
brazed. 
These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a w ater tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used with thi# 
heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high aud 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes cross­ 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. 
The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. 
In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an urn, while the inner 
shell rises from a w ater tube grate to 
an opening in the side. 
It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 1^.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
•bout 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is mach like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat­ 
terns, although, of course, it is much 
larger and has a top closed by a lid. 
It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wine as well as water, which sugges­ 
tion appears reasonable, as many his­ 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. 
It may be that 
they were found in one of the term pod! 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Porn pc ii.—Boston T ranscript
